BERLIN, Aug. 28.—Adolf Hitler was represented in 
well-informed circles today to be willing to have some 
friend such as Premier Mussolini of Italy mediate in Ger- 
many's dispute with Poland.

return of the free city of Danzig and Pomerze (Polish corri-

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Rumors Of Peace 


A new chapter in the European drama 
opens with the reported peace plans ad- 
vanced by Hitler and brought to London 
by the British envoy in Germany. The 
English cabinet meets today to consider 
the grave situation, having before it the 
refusal of France to accept any German 
demands which savor of blackmail. Ger- 
many also has refused to deal directly 
with Poland on a basis of parity. 

On first reading, the peace demands, 
as reported from Berlin, bear an ominous 
similarity to the pre-Munich ultimatum 
Hitler issued. Poland's frontiers will be 
guaranteed on condition Hitler gets Dan- 
zig, permanent rights in the Corridor, and 
other privileges which would make the 
defence of Polish integrity as futile as the 
maintenance of Czech independence after 
the bastion of the Sudetenland had been 
broken. Let Hitler, if he really covets 
peace, give an earnest of his good inten- 
tions by removing the Reich from its pre- 
sent war footing. To talk peace while 
preparing for war is more than a contra- 
diction. It looks like shaking a big stick 
to stampede other nations into surrender- 
ing to his demands. 

However, Europe has tottered so long 
on the brink of disaster it probably is not 
averse to purchasing peace short of ac- 
ceptance of complete dishonor. 

There is one major distinction between 
Hitler’s new move and the events of last 
September. Last year, it was Chamber- 
lain or Daladier who kept writing the 
peace notes, or flying to Germany. This 
time the Reich makes the overtures, 

Why? Two explanations are possible. 
Hitler may have thought he could bluff 
Britain and France into leaving Poland to 
his tender mercies by overawing them by 
a show of superior force. When they 
stood firm, and Germany faced war, he 
may have been shocked into a sudden real- 
ization that the bomb he had prepared 
might blow up in his own hand. So he 
may try to wring concessions at a confer- 
ence by his truculent attitude, holding 
over the heads of the democracies threats 
of a war he himself does not relish. If that 
is his policy, he probably will run into 
rough waters if he pursues it too far. 

On the other hand, he still may be 
banking on the hope that Britain and 
France do not mean what they say, that 
the prospects of war will induce them to 
relax their obligations to Poland, and that 
he will again score a great diplomatic vic- 
tory by gaining all his immediately essen- 
tial demands without bloodshed. 

It must be remembered that there is 
as much chance Hitler is scared of a war 

‘ and wants a way out, as that he believes 
he can impose his will on the western pow- 
ers with impunity. Panic surrender to his 
demands, after all Britain and France 
have said in recent weeks about their re- 
solve to resist the military domination of 
Europe by Germany, would be a monu- 
mental tragedy. They have not taken their 
stand in defence of Danzig, the New York 
Times says, “but because what followed 
Munich taught them they must make a 
stand at the next point of German aggres- 
sion or surrender not only their place in 
the world but their world itself, its values, 
its opportunities, its hard-won liberties.” 


What Has Happened? 


The German peace demands can best 
be understood when seen against the grim 
background of this crisis. 

Germany, it is now known, tried to 
Satisfy her ambitions against Poland dur- 
ing the abortive attempt of Dr. Burck- 
hardt, Swiss professor and Danzig high 


commissioner, to solve the problem, or 


at least 
That was on August 14 and 15, just as the 
crisis began slowly to mount to supreme 
tension. He got nowhere, because Britain 
and France would not listen to him. 

More than that, the London Times, 
which often is an unofficial spokesman of 
the government point of view, on August 
15 actually defined the only condition on 
which England could, in honor or in 
safety, consent to a conference with Ger- 
many. They are rigorous terms, and they 
cannot in any way be reconciled with Ger- 
many’'s high-handed attitude today. 

“Negotiations in the first place will be 
worth nothing,” the Times declared then, 
“unless its conclusions are to have a guar- 


antee of the limitations of armaments all 


settle it, by peaceful means. 


a 


round, Negotiation again, as far as it 
concerns Germany in particular, can lead 
to nothing unless Germany abandons her 
present idea of what constitutes Lebens- 
raum (living space). Reduced to the sim- 
plest form the German interpretation of 
this term means that 80,000,000 Germans 
can only live safely and amply by subju- 
gating and oppressing their neighbors and 
even by stealing their goods and their 
homes.” 

Cataloguing British pre-requisites for 
a peace conference, the Times stated: 
“Disarmament must come, the Nazi inter- 
pretation of Lebensraum must go and 
the Czechs must be free to exercise their 
right of self-government. Moreover, legit- 
imate aspirations in the colonial field must 
be—as they can be—satisfied without any 
question of reverting to the old conception 
of people and territories as chattels for 
exchange.” 

On every essential term this statement 
is in sharp disagreement with the German 
demands. The Times, it may be recalled, 
suggested last September, days before the 
plan officially was mooted by the govern- 
ment, that the Sudetenland be given to 
Czechoslovakia. Halifax denied the sug- 
gestion was inspired by the foreign office, 
but it later was carried out anyway. Now, 
significantly enough, the Times and the 
government have both taken a firm stand. 

Nothing but that resolute policy has 
delayed the outbreak of war, as every re- 
port from Berlin in the past few days 
amply testifies. 

If Hitler has his way now, a shocked 
public opinion will declare that Germany 
has won the war of nerves. For the record 
will show Britain and France started out 
to be firm, chgcked Hitler by their firm- 
ness, and then lost control of events. Of 
course, only the trained diplomats actually 
in touch with German policy can really 
know what her intentions are. It is the 
inescapable duty of British and French 
leaders to demonstrate the vitality of their 
diplomatic tradition by reading Germany’s 
purpose aright now, and framing a policy 
based neither upon supine fear of blus- 
tering bluff nor upon any provocative in- 
citement to war that still may be averted 
by firmness and reason. 


Japan Still Groggy 


The collapse of the Japanese cabinet, 
due to the Soviet-German treaty, shows 
how bitter is the resentment against the 
Reich’s new policy. All that bound the 
axis powers together, in addition to their 
common contempt for treaties, was the 
Anti-Comintern pact. Germany has 
smashed that link of union, and Japan is 
now floundering in an unexpected and pro- 
vocative diplomatic isolation that has been 
suddenly thrust upon her. 

Japan tried to stop the reconciliation 
between the Reich and Soviet. Her army 
leaders heard of the pact and tried to bid 
for German support by stating Japan’s 
intent to join in a military alliance with 
the axis. The cabinet held back, and now 
pays for its action by falling from power. 

Germany knew Japan would be angry. 
She also knew that while the danger of 
war is so grave in Europe, neither Britain 
nor France will be able to do much to win 
the good graces of Japan. Germany is 
counting on success to justify her policies, 
feeling that if she is master of Europe's 
destiny, Japan will have no option but to 
work with her, whether she wishes to or 
not.

Too Many Air Disasters 

While realizing the inevitability of accidents, 
the public is not, however, disposed to accept 
easy explanations of such occurrences. It asks, 
and rightly expects to be informed, whether the 
increase in the number of fatalities in the air is 
out of proportion to the increase in the number 
of flying hourg. In other words, is there evidence 
of increasing carelessness or lack of training on 
the part of fliers? Has there been any disposi- 
tion to sacrifice safety to speed in training an 
enlarged air force?—Washington Post, 


No Other Way 

Some of our Socialist and Social Credit 
friends write us to say that we are wrong about 
the importance of more trade as a solution of 
the world’s troubles. Trade, they say, will never 
cure the economic diseases of these times. Only 
an internal reorganization, the rationalization of 
our economy by the state, they say, offers us any 
permanent hope. 

A Socialist or Fascist government elected in 
Canada tomorrow could certainly make a brave 
start by purely internal measures. But even 
supposing it achieved something no other gov- 
ernment in history has ever achieved and pro- 
duced prosperity for all, still the problem of 
foreign trade would remain. Evén supposing 
the state could be so perfectly balanced by the 
government that we needed practically no for- 
eign trade, except to pay for a few unimportant 
imports, still the problem of foreign trade would 
remain. 

It would remain for the reason that while 
Canada, perhaps, could be made almost self- 
contained—after years of disruption and chaos— 
other nations could not be made self-contained. 
Japan, for instance, can never be self-contained, 
nor can most of the nations of Europe. And so 
long as they must depend on imports and ex- 
ports, they will fight for them if necessary, and 
that is what lies behind all the military prepara- 
tions of this time. 

Any government in Canada which seeks to 
make this nation more self-contained will in- 
crease the tension of the world. The more we 
go in for self-containment, the more we must 
prepare for war. If a government were elected 
in Canada to rebuild our economy on self-con- 
tained lines, it should logicall¥ arm us to the 
teeth to defend our preferred position. A Social- 
ist government which could give us a vastly 
superior living standard to those of other coun- 
tries, would have to defend it eventually by 
force. 

Owen D, Young, one of the most thoughtful 
Americans, once put the whole thing in a nut- 
shell when he said that America cannot per- 
manently maintain a standard of life far higher 
than the standards of other people without fight- 
ing for it. It is no solution, for instance, to stop 
and crush Japan's conquests unless we are pre- 
pared to give Japan other means of life by trade. 

In the end, no matter what form of internal 
economics we adopt, we come back to the neces- 
sity of increasing trade and the movement of 
goods to the peoples everywhere who need them.

A Great Leader 


Editor, Bulletin: Mr. King’s 20th 
anniversary of his leadership of the 
Liberal party surely brings us some 
reflection on our political history. 
Mr. King is the fourth leader of the 
Liberal party since Confederation, 
while Dr. Manion is the ninth for 
the Conservative party in the same 
time; it required five Conservative 


leaders (and premiers) to complete | 


the parliament 1891 to 1896; of his 
20 years of leadership, Mr. King 
served 121g of them as premier. He 
is the only man in our history that 
has been called upon to form a gov- 
ernment and was sworn in as prern- 
ier three times, and each time he 
defeated the government at the 
polls. 

Mr. King is one of the four of our 
line of premiers that have led their 
party for two decades, namely, 
Macdonald from 1867 to his death 
in 1891, 23 years; Laurier from 1887 
to 1919, when he died, 32 years; 
Borden from 1900 to 1920, 20 years; 
King from 1919 to 1939, 20 years. 

While Macdonald and Meighen 
were each called upon to form a 
government two different times, yet 


Mr. Meighen’s premiership history | 


is only a matter of months, and he 
never won an election During 
the 20 years of Mr. King’s leader- 


ship of his party, the Conservative | 


party has had four leaders; Great 
Britain has had five premiers, and 
the U.S.A. has had four presidents 

During his 30 odd years on Par- 
liament Hill, Mr. King has become 
to be looked upon as the first man 
of the nation by both supporters and 
opponents, and while he is a great 
power behind the throne (so to 
speak), yet his work is done in the 
background. He looks upon each 
of his ministers as master of his 
own household, and he leaves the 
house to the minister with little or 
no check-up, and he seldom has 
them in his home at either T.aur- 
ier House or Kingsmere; Mr. King’s 
working in the background was 


very forcibly demonstrated in the | 


visit of Their Majesties; Mr. King 
initiated the invitation of Their 
Majesties, and asked his minister, 
Mr. Howe, to arrange the transpor- 
tation, but none of us read of Mr. 
King saying the “I did” or “I am 
going to do this, that or the other” 
on the matter. But when the Royal 
Couple stepped on our shores Mr 
King was there, and stayed with 
them until they were on board ship 
again for the home voyage. 

He has been spoken of as the 
hardest-worked man that accom- 
panied the Royal Blue train. At 
each stop that was made Mr. King 
knew the man to be contacted, and 
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he often stepped off his car while 
the train was yet in motion, and 
hurried over the platform to con- 
tact his man and be ready when the 
Royal Couple did detrain. Mr. King 
presented his man, and then stepped 
back and left Their Majesties to 
visit with the people who gathered 
| to meet them. Mr. King was the 
last man to board the train before it 
started. This occurred many times 
{each day. There were thousands of 
pictures taken of Their Majesties 
on this trip, and yet Mr. King ap- 
peared in very few of them—thus 
| his working in the background. 

When we sum ft all up, we are 
surely within bounds when we 
make the proud statement that in 
Mr. Mackenzie King the Liberal 
party has a great leader. Our gov- 
ernment has an able premier, and 
our country has a national states- 
man.

IONDAY is always the best time to get unbiased judgment on what 

happened in Friday night's football game... especially when your 
home club lost. Some of the sting has gone out of the defeat and you've 
worked off most of your peeve. 

For these reasons the box score of the Eskimo-Roughrider tilt is 
presented here today. The first thing you notice is that the Roughies 
didn’t have so much of an edge on us in first downs, 14 to 12 was the 
actual count. They gained 85 yards more than the Esks did in rushing, 
but you must remember that Edmonton had to gamble and play a 
dangerous game—a game that produces the sort of breaks the opposition 
can turn into big yardage. 


Personally I believe that the Eskimos proved the better ground- 
gaining machine, certainly in the second half at least. If Edmonton 
had got an early lead and Regina been obliged to take the dangerous 
chances, we would have probably run up considerably more yardage 
than they did. 


Eskimos had a slight edge in the average distance of their kicks, but 
this is not an asset. Esk punts were going so low that the ends didn't 
have a chance to get down under them and nail the receivers. That is 
why Regina had 142 yards of runbacks on punts against 39 for Edmonton 
The Roughrider punts were high and the ends got to the receive: almost 
as fast as the ball. Seven fumbles against two is of course a sad set 
of figures for the Esks to look at, especially when weather conditions 
were perfect. 

However none of these shortcomings are the sort that disclose any 
major weakness. They are all the sort than can be eliminated by another 
week or two of hard practices. Some of our citizens have confided in

Edmonton Tops 
In New Births 
In July Month 


Edmonton led Alberta cities in af 
departments of vital statistics dur- 
ing July, according to figures re- 
leased Monday by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. There were 244 
births here as against 196 in Cal- 
wary; 55 in Lethbridge and 28 in 
Medicine Hat. 

There were 194 marriages in Ed- 
monton as compared to 147 in Cal- 
gary; 22 in Lethbridge and 12 in 
Medicine Hat. 

In 67 cities and towns of Canada 
with 10,000 population and over, 
births in July totalled 7,503; deaths 
4,004 and marriages 4,373 as against 
7,283 births; 3,872 deaths and 3,686 
marriages in July of last year, thus 
showing an increase of three per 
cent in births; six per cent in deaths 
and 18% per cent in marriages.
